vember.1. Under the law the bookmakers are 
licensed and made responsible for the collection 
of the tax, but there are certain annoying fea- 
tures in connection with the calculations which 
make life just as miserable for the’ British 
bookie as the old involved income tax forms 
used to make it for the average citizen of the 
United States. It is difficult, for example, for 
one who is not a trained accountant to figure 
out accurately and expeditiously 3% per cent 
of a bet of 6 to 4 against, to an original stake 
of 7s 6d. 

The bookmakers at Windsor are described 
as being not only defiant but even militant, for 
when a ‘“‘strikebreaker”’ appeared and offered 
to lay the odds, the other members of the fra- 
ternity surrounded him. booed him lustily, and 
in other ways acted so menacingly that he was 
glad to decamp and congratulate himself on es- 
caping. with a whole skin.

parture from the status quo, whether of an 
industrial or a legislative character, occurring 
in one of them makes itself quickly felt in 
one or more of them and eventually in. them 
all. * Thus the long continued British coal 
strike has produced reactions and ramifica- 
lions, some of them unexpected enough, not 
only in various European countries, but also 
here in the United States and in practically 
every important seaport on the face of the 
globe. Similarly, our new laws restricting 
immigration have brought about striking 
changes in the migratory habits, as well as 
in the outlook, of the populations of large 
sections of the Old World. 

So far, the country most affected by the 
curtailment of the former far westward sweep 
of departing Europeans is France. According 
to reliable figures, recentiy made available, the 
total number of the inhabitants of France is 
at present swelled by some 5,000,000 un- 
naturalized foreigners, who constitute one- 
eighth of the entire population. There are 
2,000,000 Italians; 1,000,000 Spaniards; 600,- 
000 Poles: 500.000 Belgians; 500,000 Rus- 
sians; 100,000 Germans, and so on.

| There are few indications that 
uny of the newcomers in the next
